GOOD STOCK IN PISCATAQUIS. 

Mr. Eprtor :—There has been quite a cracking 
among the farmers in old Kennebec, Somerset, 
and Androscoggin counties about big calves. I 
think I have seen statements in your paper of 
their weighing as high as 125 lbs. when they 
were first dropped, or when only one day old at 
most. Of their growth since then we hear but 
little. 

Now, Sir, I care but little how big or how 
small a calf may be at the above age, if he be 
well proportioned, and will grow up to be equal 
to some that I had the pleasure of seeing during 
a recent visit to Piscataquiscounty. One owned 
by John Littlefield, of Abbott, which he is keep- 
ing for a stock bull, and which came last Jan- 
uary, girted 4 feet 8 inches, and measured 5 feet 
6 inches in length. When he was 3 months old 
he weighed 400 Ibs. Friend L. told me that he 
did not weigh more than 75 lbs. when he came. 

I had the pleasure of examining another in 
Cambridge, owned by Messrs. Ham & Bailey. 
He was one year old last January. He girted 
6 feet 1 inch, and was 6 feet 4 inches in length. 
This last isa grade Durham, being of Durltam 
and Devon blood. He is of a dark red color, 
and has two ends as the saying is. I consider 
him the best bull of his age that I know of in 
the State. 

Now, Sir, if any of your 125 pounders have 
grown up to be larger and better than these, I 
should like to know where they may be found.

APPLE TREES KILLED.---CAUSE. 








Mr. Epitor:—The inquiry I made, some weeks 
jsince, through your paper, respecting the destrue- 


tree. Now, if friend Foster will allow me the 
term, I will call such trees summer-killed instead 
of fall. 

In the cases under my observation, they do not 
appear to be fall killed from friend F.’s reason, 
but from some other cause. It is my opinion 
that it was the spring,—=still, I may be wrong. 
I think that the apple tree, when the sap is all 
**down,’’ will endure the low temperature we 
generally have in this State. 

Why I think it was done in the spring. The 
oxygen I have spoken of above, became heated in 
the month of February, or a combination was 
formed between oxygen and caloric, which we 
call oxygen gas, and also a combination of oxy- 
gen with certain portions of nitrogen, which is 
commonly termed nitrous oxide. This is a very 
powerful agent, and being absorbed or inhaled by 
the absorbent vessels of the tree, the action of 
caloric upon hydrogen, which constitutes a large 
portion of the sap found at this time in the roots, 
soon commenced its functional operation. When 
this gas is found in the roots, and the nitrous 
oxide in the top, a rapid circulation takes place, 
as was the case in the months of February and 
March, but the cold and freezing winds of April 
chilled and froze those parts of the tree, which 
we find to be dead. B. F. G.

Ivsgcts on Frurr Trezs. Watch and wash the 
trunks and twigs. Tobacco water, made by boil- 
ing the stems of tobacco, may be syringed over 
the twigs and leaves and trunks of young trees, 
to destroy lice, &c. The trunks of apple trees 
may be now washed with strong soft soap as 
thick as cream. The peach borer should be dug 
out with a knife, and then coal ashes be stamped 
in close about the collar, snd afterwards a mulch 
of litter spead about the tree for a circle of two 
or three fect.

stubble pretty high, and ploughing them in, they 
might be cultivated for any term of years on the 
same spot, without any manuring. A few years 
trial of this by some of our neighbors told them 
a different story. Oats exhaust a soil in propor- 
tion to their yield of grain. 

(6) We cannot give a definite answer to this 
question, without specimens before us to examine. 
Muck is a general term to express a deposit of 
vegetable matter, which is either washed into 
cavities or basins, or formed in such places by 
the decay of vegetables which grew there. Some 
of it isa mixture of vegetable matter and soil, 
some of it is purely vegetable matter in a par- 
tially decomposed state, and some contain min- 
eral matter, and some contain acids. The real 
value of any muck must depend upon the amount 
of vegetable matter contained in it, and which 
can be easily decomposed and put into use as a- 
fertilizer, and it is no matter where it comes 
from if it can be cheaply collected and brought 
to the farm. Ep.

JOTTINGS FROM PHILLIPS. 

Hay. Through the first half of July, the far- 
mers complained bitterly with fear of a “ light”’ 
crop of hay, but the long spell of wet and rainy 
weather, which kept them from haying much, 
has completely changed this cry, while hay is 
found to be coming in with more than an average 
crop. 

Corn. On account of the coldness of the 
month of June, corn is rather later than usual ; 
yet July gave it a vigorous start, and it is now 
growing finely ; and, should we have as favorable 
a fall as last, there will bea fine crop of corn. 

Poratozs. These roote—that is, the tops— 
have grown for a month past, and are now grow- 
ing, with some exceptions, luxuriantly. One 
might almost say, too luxutiantly; for already 
they are receiving the dreadful check—rust. The 
rust has shown itself to be in town, by marking 
many pieces of fine growth with its withering 
touch ; and on one piece the tops are half dead 
already, and the well known disagreeable aroma 
—the precursor of the destroyer of the root crop 
—is too strongly and bountifully emitted to be 
mistaken by those who have once had their crop 
cut off by the potato disease, the rot. How ex- 
tensive this will prove remains to be seen. Yet

| growers in general, in this State. 

The complaint in this vicinity wa very preva- 
jlent, and the question was often sorrowfully ot | 
led, ‘‘what has killed the apple trees, some whol- 
ily, others partially ?”’ Some were of the opinion| 
oe it must be the winter by its extreme severity ; 
| others thought that it must be the spring ; while 
lfriend Foster says, ‘‘neither, but the fall;”’ a 

new idea, I think, has slipped through his crani- 
um. His logic may be true, as it is the result of| 
his observation and experience, which I do not 
wish to disrespect. I think this can be attribut- 
ed to another cause, by which the apple tree is 
fall killed, instead of winter or spring killed, 
of which Mr. F. speaks. He says, of trees lately 
grafted, and others making the greatest growth 
from being manured, and other causes, that they 
suffer the most. This proves very true in exam- 
ining the orchards,—we find, where trees were 
thrifty, branches and the growth of the two past 
years have been injured the most. 

I have noticed many a time, and perhaps some 
readers of this paper know from sad experience, 
that when the apple tree has attained its natural 
growth, yet looking fair and thrifty, being graft- 
ed, scions started, and doing well, still, after a 
certain time, it will look feeble, grow pale and 
die. This is often the result of unskillful graft- 
ersand pruners. The tree is, in the first place, 
trimmed smartly, then the grafter saws and sets 
what he thinks best, and if his labor proves ef- 
fectual, that is, if the scions make out to catch, 
the pruner soon follows again with knife, saw, 
and chisel, to make them grow, as he will say. 
This labor is often committed to the judgment of 
some boy from twelve to fifteen years of age, 
inexperienced and unqualified for such particular 
work, or it may be undertaken by his father, 
with less skill in the business. By this time a 
change is expected in the appearance and growth 
of the tree. 

During all this time, while the top has been 
cut and the sprouts pulled out by the roots, with 
wounds left to bleed and heal under the hot sun, 
drying winds and soaking rains, the roots remain 
untouched, constantly gathering in and sending 
forth, as usual, nourishment for the tree. But 
the tree is gone, there is nothing left but some 
feeble looking scions, which are not strong enough 
to draw their own support, and hence will soon 
die. The first we shall notice of the failure of 
the tree will be the bark starting from the body, 
and splitting next the ground, and patches, from 
six inches one way to ten the other, completely 
parted from the tree. Thate portion of the tree 
next to the ground has the greatest amount of 
sap, when there is little or nothing in the top of 
the tree to require it to come any further, and 
hence there must be an unusual amount of it re- 
maining inactive. The heat of the sun will have 
a very bad effect upon it. It cannot return, as 
it is unnatural, at this season of the year, there- 
fore it will ferment, and the bark, of course, 
must be detached from the sliver, and we notice 
the bark starting from the tree. The same effect 
follows felling the trees in winter time. In the 
spring when the circulation commences, the 
stump sprouts out, we say, but there being more 
sap than needed, we soon find it fermenting un- 
der the warm sun. The body of the tree con- 
tains more nitrogen than oxygen. The leaves of 
the trees are the organs of respiration, one part 
by which this process is carried on. The leaves 
inspiring the oxygen that flows in the air, and 
the nitrogen that is found in the body of the 
tree feeling its influence, a free and rapid circu- 
lation is carried on, and good rapid growth of 
the tree is seen. The atmosphere contains a cer- 
tain portion of oxygen, which man and plants 
depend upon for their existence. Now deprive 
either of nitrogen, and they will die; or, give 
either their unequal parts of oxygen and they 
will die. Therefore, take the leaves and branches 
from the tree, by too much trimming or pruning, 
and you will, of course, take away the organs 
that inspire oxygen, and, as nothing is left but 
nitrogen, which, alone, can not support the tree, 
it must die, although in many cases it is not 
perceived until the next spring, when you may

To preserve Currants. An excellent method 
of preserving the common red currant, so that it 
can be made into sauce during the winter, having 
all the flavor of the recent fruit, is, to pick them 
with the stems on; melt some common brown 
sugar in a kettle—one pound to a pailful of cur- 
rants will be enough ; keep the kettle upon the 
fire, so that the sugar may remain hot; take a 
small quantity of the currants, and immerse them 
in the sugar for a few moments; take them out 
with a skimmer, and spread on a board to dry in 
the sun: repeat the process with the remainder 
of the fruit, until the liquid is quite acid. After 
the currants are dry, place in an oven for a short 
time, with sufficient heat to kill the eggs, or grubs, 
or any small insects that may be upon the fruit, 
and put them in a dry place for use during the 
winter. Cook in the same manner as with fresh 
fruit. The liquid sugar and juice can be made, 
by the addition of more sugar, into jelly, or by 
the usual method, into wine—so that there is no 
loss. 


To “Heap” anv Exren Rats. A writer in 
the Boston Cultivator recommends potash for 
this purpose. The rats troubled him very much. 
They appeared in great numbers and were very 
troublesome, so that he folt justified in resorting 
to extreme measures to effect their expulsion. 
He pounded up potash and strewed it around 
their holes, and rubbed some under the boards, 
and on the sides where they came through. The 
next night he heard a squealing among them, 
which he supposed was from the caustic natare 
of the potash that got among their bare feet. 
They disappeared, and fora long time he was 
exempt from any farther annoyance.

2d. Our second hint for the times grows out 
of the first, and relates to the gathering of ma- 
terials for the compost heap. It is often recom- 
mended to collect muck in winter, because that 
is a season of comparative leisure. It is well to 
draw it from the swamp then, but now is the 
time to dig it out and throw it up into heaps to 
dry for winter transportation. When lying in 
its native bed in the swamp, it is full five-sixths 
water. What a waste of labor, then, to raise 
and haul it in that state to the barnyard! Dig) 
it out now, while the swamps are cothparatively 
dry, throw it into heaps, cover them if possible, 
and in winter it will be in fine condition for re-| 
moval. Have you no swamp to draw upon?) 
Perhaps, then, your neighbor has an inexhaustible 
supply, where you could easily purchase a right) 
to dig. Save the chips and refuse dirt from | 
your wood-house and log-heaps, 





where the plow and hoe cannot reach in the or- 
dinary course of cultivation. 


3d. Another seasonable hint, suggested by 
the last, relates to the draining of swamps and 
low lands. Now is the best time in the whole 
year for doing this. In spring or fall, the labor 
would he great :r, as well as a hundred fold more 
unpleasant. Such lands, where there is a great 
flow of water at certain seasons, require open 
drains, at least for the main ditch. Branches 
running into this central channel may bo made) 
with tile, or stones. In digging the main, open 
ditch, it is important to make the sides of it quite 
sloping to prevent their caving in and filling 
up the water course. We have seen such lands, 
which previously were almost worthless, made 
the best part of several farms. 


4th. Take good care of the manure heap 
during the summer. Too often, during the busy 
summer season, thecleanings of the pig--sty 
and stables, and the refuse matters accu- 
mulating in the rear of one’s premises, are suffer- 
ed to be exposed to the sun, wind and rain, both 
wasting their most valuable properties, and fili- 
ing the air with a noisome stench. We have 
often urged the gathering up and preservation 
of all fertilizing materials, such as bones, 
chips, weeds, old plaster and lime, kitchen slops, | 
&c., and we now repeat the exhortation. Let all 
these things speedily find their way to the com- 
post heap. And that heap itself should be look- 
ed after. If on the north side of the barn, it 
will be better off than on the south. And if 
covered, it will be better off still. Such acover-

farm of Messrs. Carle & Thomas, Mr. Dunlap 
found a wheat field, consisting of one thousand 
acres, and in this field twelve reaping machines 
at work. This was a sight worth seeing, truly, 
and one that has been made possible only within 
a few years. By the employment of twelve 
reapers, this immense field can be put inshock in 
from four to five days. Under the old system of 
cutting by hand, it would require an army of 
one hundred ‘‘cradlers’’ the same length of time. 
Or it would take ten ‘‘cradlers’’ from forty to 
fifty days to complete the job. The reader will 
see at once that it is only by the use of machinery 
that farming can be conducted upon so extensive 
a scale. Suppose this field should average twenty 
bushels to the acre, and that it should net in the 
market one dollar a bushel. Here will be the 
snug little sum of $20,000 realized from this farm 
from wheat alone, less the cost of seed and labor 
and interest on cost of land. This is somewhat 
larger in its results than farming operations as 
conducted before the invention of reapers, thresh- 
ers, otc. 

Oxen vs. Horses. A bet was made recently 
between two farmers in France, about the speod 
of horses and oxen, with the same load the same 
distance. The distance travelled was twenty- 
three kilometers, (about twelve miles;) a four- 
horse team was put to a wagon loaded with about 
10,000 pounds of beet root pulp. The oxen were 
two yoke, with the same load. The horses beat 
them only seven minutes, and would themselves 
have been beaten had they not been the best in

trations of the change that has taken place in 
New England farming within the last generation, 
derived from the experience of the village store- 
keepers at Chester, N. H., where Mr. Brown has 
been visiting :— 

‘‘Many years ago, they stated, a considerablo 
portion of their trade consisted in an exchange of 
their goods for nearly all the products of the farm ; 
all the grains, and butter, pork, lard, &c., were 
a quick currency. But this sort of barter has 
nearly ceased, butter and eggs being nearly tho 
only articles presented. About the same quantity 
of corn, wheat, rye, and barley is raised now, 
but a much less amount of oats. Most of tho 
farmers then raised the corn and wheat for the 
family, with the exception, perhaps, of a single 
barrel of flour, during the year, purchased at 
various times, when the Thanskgiving or some 
other pies demanded flour supposed to be finer 
and whiter than the home-made article. Now 
they state the remarkable fact, thaty without 
any increase of population, and with nearly the 
same quantity of grain, there is anually sold in 
the town twelve hundred barrels of flour! and 
that they alone sell about four thousand bushels 
of Southern corn meal! ‘he population of tho 
town is thirteen hundred, so that there is about 
one barrel of imported flour, and a little moro 
than three bushels of meal, for each individdal 
in the town! I ought to state that there is not 
one-half the quantity of potatoes or oats produced 
that there was twenty-five or thirty years ago. 
Now what becomes of the grain and flour they 
formerly produced? It is not sent to market, 
because no profitable exchange could be made 
with it for corn and flour again. This is a ques- 
tion which, if properly answered, would show 
some radical and important change in the rural 
population of all our New England towns. The 
amount of flour for this town—large as it is—is 
probably not more than the average will be in 
all the towns of the New England States.” 








A NEW MACHINE. 

We had the pleasure a few days since, of wit- 
nessing the operation of Mr. Sandford Adams’ 
new machine for sifting and sorting beans, &c. 
The machine is very simple, so much so that one 
wonders why no one has thought of it before. It 
consists of a series of sieves, like those in a com- 
mon fan ning mill, the coarsest at the top, growing 
finer at the bottom, until the last one is so fine 
as to admit the passage of dirt. Each sieve is 
connected with an inclined plano, down which 
the several sizes of beans, or whatever article is 
put into the machine, are discharged into separate 
receptacles. We sawa barrel of beans sorted 
into three different sizes in about ten minutes, 
and cleansed from dirt at the same time, and 
were informed that they were worth from twenty 
five to fifty cents more a bushel than when mixed. 
Large quantities of beans are brought into this 
market ina mixed state and are generally sold 
by our produce dealers in the same condition, 
the labor of picking them over by hand being 
tedious and unprofitable. By increasing the 
value of the commodity in so great a proportion, 
one of these machines will pay for itself in a 
very short time, and amply remunerate the pur- 
chaser. Several of the produce dealers in our 
immediate neighborhood have them in operation, 
and they give general satisfaction. We are in- 
formed that by using sieves sufficiently coarse, 
potatoes, coal, and other articles of similar bulk 
may be assorted with the same facility.

Sap Accipent—Four Youne Lapies Drownep. 
The Bangor Courier has the particulars of a sad 
accident in Waterville, on Thursday last, by 
which four young ladies were drowned. It seems 
that, on Thursday, seven young ladies, residing 
in Waterville, went into Crummett’s stream, so- 
called, for the purpose of bathing. The bank 
is quite steep, and it is supposed that one or two 
of them got beyond their depth, and the others 
were drowned in attempting to render them as- 
sistance.

Two of the young ladies were daughters of Mr. 
B. F. Soule, and the other two daughters of Mr. 
(Grant, a pianoforte manufacturer, at present in 
Boston. Mrs. Grant rushed into the water to 
rescue her daughters, and was saved with much 
difficulty, nearly exhausted. The ages of the 
young ladies varied from eleven to fourteen. The 
place where the accident happened is a secluded 
one, and the young ladies had been in the habit 
of bathing there, for several years.

Disasters To Fisierwen. A disastrous gale, 
attended with loss of life, occurred on the north 
shore of the Province of St. John, on the 22d 
ult. The Miramichi Gleaner says : 

“This morning we learn from a person who 
has just arrived from Tracadie, that twenty nine 
dead bodies have ‘been picked up on the beach. 
Another report has just reached us that sixty 
boats are supposed to be lost, owned by parties 
living between Neguacand Tracadie, and tha tfifty- 
one dead bodies have been picked up between 
these two places. It is calculated that two hun- 
dred boats were out fishing, and many more dis- 
asters, it is feared, have occurred.

Dispensing with Grand Juries. A proposition to 
do away with grand juries, so far at least as Lon- 
don is concerned, is now before Parliament, and 
receives the support of government. A motion 
intended to defeat the bill was rejected by a very 
large majority. Anable lawyer, Sir F. Thesiger, 
defended the bill, and referred to the repeated 
representations of grand juries themselves, to the 
effect that they were not only unnecessary, but 
absolutely an obstruction to justice. In many 
of our cities petit juries too often shield criminals 
and rowdies from deserved punishment. 

Money Hoarded. According to the Treasury 
estimates, there are in this country about $250,- 
000,000 in gold, of which little more than a fifth 
isin the banks—leaving little short of $200,- 
000,000 to be found elsewhere. The Treasury 
hoards very commonly from twenty to twenty- 
five millions—leaving probably $175,000,000 to 
be sought among the people. Allowing $50,000,- 
000—a liberal estimate—to be in actual use, 
there remains $125,000,000 which is hoarded 
by the people, in imitation of the Government, 
and to an extent six times exceeding the Treasury. 

Serious Fire at Painesville, O. Painesville, O., 
August 4. A fire broke out at 4 0’clock this 
morning, at corner of Main and St. Clair streets, 
and in a short time destroyed half of the business 
portion of this place. The total loss is about 
$75,000, half of which is covered by insurance. 

Nine Persons murdered by Indians. St. Louis, 
August 4. The Kansas City Enterprise of the 
1st inst. announces the reception of letters at Le- 
compton, stating that five of Capt. Caldwell’s and 
four of Capt. Perry's surveying parties have been 
murdered by the Cheyenne or Pawnee Indians. 


Dissolution of the Tehuantepec Company. New 
Orleans, Aug. 5. The Tehuantepec Company 
has been dissolved, in consequence of inability to 
arrange with the owners of the Garay Grant, 
the impossibility of getting the mail contract, 
and the discovery of the fact that the Sloo title 
is not in this company. The President, Mr. 
Lasere, and Messrs. Benjamin and Soule went in 
the last steamer to Mexico, to make new arrange- 
ments. 


Baron Rothschild. This eminent Jew seems to 
havea hard time of his Parliamentary career.
